Aberdeen Proving Ground, Aberdeen, Maryland, United States of America 

The Aberdeen vehicle is a Henschel version. It lias the number 305020 and was produced in 
üctober, 19 44. It was part of che s,Pz Jg.Abt 653 *UUi had the vehicle number 331 and the Balken- 
kreuz in blaek on hol Ii sides of tlie super-strueture (la). The vehicle was overall dunkclgclb wirh 
patChes of dark brown. It appears that there were also patehes of dunkelgel b with in diese dark 
b row n p ; i I ch es, s i n Ii 1 a r b l:h e a m hu sh sc Ii e es e co n c e pt. TJ le v eh i cl e wa s ci i p tu re d n c a r N e i j s t ad t, 
German y in March 1945 (2a). It is easily recogniscd hy the very prominent damagc shots to the 
gui! maulci, glaeis piatc and Tower nose armooE It used the Inte version 9 tooth s proekel ring. 

RAC Tank Museum, Bovington Camp, Dnrset, England 

The BtfvittgtOtt vehicle is the Porsche version, of whieh only ten were produced (Ih). h was 
captured hy British troops in April 1945 in Sennelager (2b, p.] .1). It has the Fahrgestell (chassis) 
number 350004. Tlie vehicle is easy to recognise as ithaslost it's 3. wheel Station on theleft sidtv 
Ii had /ammerit up to appmximatdy 2 m et res high and the Balken kreuze were about in tlie 
middle of each supcr-strueLurc side, The earlier 18 tooth sprocket ring is to he fouud on thts 
vehicle. 

Tank Museum, Kubinka, Russia 

The Kubinka vehicle is again the Mensche! version and has tue Fahrgestell number 505083, Tc 
feil into Russin n hands on the 5th May 1945 in Amstcttcn, Austria, where a Kampfgruppe of 
s.Pz.kg.Abt. 65 3 with 3-4 Jagd tigers, just reeeived from Hecreszeugamt Linz surren de red tö hoth 
Russian and American troops ( I e). 

It was in mini eondilion with cotupletc side skirts and also has the later 9 tooth sprocket ring 
whieh is eonfirmed as a late version, also due to the 12 hooks on each supcr-sti ueture side, 
which carried 6 pairs of traek shoes. Zimmern is also lacking on the vehicle. 
From the iwo phoiographs of the vehicle shortly alter its aüffeül at Kuhinka in its original cokmr 
seheme Et can he seen Ihat the vehicle was pahitcd in Overall dunkel gelb, with shape edged dark 
grecn and dark hrown Camouflage The lialkenkrcuzc were on each side of the super-strueture 
on the upper edge abou! 4/10 from the front edge. 'Hie vehicle has lost all tools but docs retain 
t he M G 4 2 a n ti-j i i m f i 1 1 1 m o u n t o n th e r e a r e n gi n e d e c k.
